, She is Ur*. Fatima Cetik, 
the former Sbakadina Valen- 
tin, of this city, who was one 
of a band of five women and 
20 men that Soobxokov shep- 
herded across Europe for 
.two [years, between advanc- 
ing and retreating Russian 
end German lines, all the 
V.while beading for the safety 
- of the U.S. forces. She told 
of scrounging for meager 
scraps of food, moving by 
night on the undercarriages, 
of horse drawn vans, in truck 
. .beds and traveling by any 
'■available means ofi|ranspor- 
" tatlon that offered a biding 
place: 

*'H -the Russians had - 
caught us or the Germans 
had caught/ us. we would 
have been killed,’ * she said. 
"We bad to get to the 
American lines.” 

Mrs. Celik said she was an 
18-year-dld girl when the ad- 
vancing German ’arniy 
moved Into her village In 
the Russian Caucus us in 
1942, and she was captured 
and transported to a labor 
camp some 90 miles from

Berlin. For two years she 
worked on pressing machines 
13 hours a day, got no pay 
and for nourishment had *.o 
subsist on a single slice of 
breed a day, some tea 
without sugar and a thin 
soup, usually mado from po- 
tato skins. 

When the Allied Forces be- 
gan bombing Berlin, the 
camp was relocated In Vien- 
na, Austria. Here, the girls 
wero given a few hours off 
on Sundays and permitted to 
walk in the city. She said 
she and a companion had 
darted into a restaurant to 
"collect food left on the 
plates,” whoa they heard 
men speaking in Russian. *. 

She said the men struck 
no a conversation, and of- 
fered to taelo get them out of 
the camp, they worked out 
a plan to meet thfem on their 
next free period in the city. 
On the night -before, they 


wero to throw what few be- 
longings they bad over the ; 
camp wall to a waiting ac- 
complice below. 

The next dav they met 
Soobxckov and : his compan- 
ions in the city and were 
bustled to the railroad sta- 
tion where a group of five 
others were waiting. Togeth- 
er, they boarded a train that 
took them to Hungary. Soob- 
xokov bad supplied them with 
documents, and arranged for 
them to be sheltered with 
villagers from October, 1 944, 
through March.- 1945. The 
refugee; group, by this time 
had grown to IS men and 
five women. 

When the Russians began 
■moving into Hungray, she 
said they got on tb« move 
tagain, keeping just ahead of 
the Russians and just behind 
the retreating Germans, 
pushing towara the U.S. or 
British lines. She said they 


walked through the under- 
brush at night, or hid them- 
selves In any kind of vehicle 
that would carry them. They . 
got back into Austria where 
tbov finally linked up with . 
TJ.S. and British forces, "and : 
they treated us wonderful" 

•• After the war they were 
sheltered in a refugee camp ’ 

fc Italy, where Soobiokoy 
continued to act as leader. I 
She said he worked out an ' 
arrangement to have the 
refugees enter Jordan, but 
she bad married one of the 
group in 1948, a Turk, and 
that she chose to go with him ' 
to that country. 

Mrs. Celik recalled Soob- 
xokov as "a skinny young .. 
man, little more than a boy, 
who risked his life for W 
refugee band tlrpe and again. 
She said that while they were 
in Hungary, be was picked 
up once by the Germans and 
thrown Into jail. The men in -' 


the group "worked out a way 
to get him out, they didn't 
say how,” and when they got 
■ in, they found him sick with 
typhus. They rolled bjjm in a 
blanket and got him oat: and. . 
back to vyhere they were 
stayipg. ‘ 

"He had a raging fever. 
We thought he would die^ B6t 
we look care of liim.”'
